Sir: I have the honor to submit the following report of the Na- 
tional Guard of the Territory for the two years ending today - 

For inefficiency, Company ‘‘G,’’ First Infantry, (Nogales), was 
mustered out of the service, March 27th, 1903, and Company “E,” 
(Mesa), June 24th, 1904 

The First Cavalry Troop, (dismounted), was mustered into the 
service, at Nogales, March 27th, 1903, and the Second Cavalry Troop, 
(dismounted), at Morenci, July 16th, 1904 

All the organizations were inspected by Captain A. C Read, 12th 
U S Infantry, m April and May, 1903, and by Captan W A. Hol- 
brook, 5th U S. Cavalry, in March and April, 1904, both under the 
provisions of the Act of Congress of Jan. 21, 1903 

On June 9, 1903, all the organizations except Company “I,” 
First Infantry, (Flagstafi), were ordered to Morenci to preserve the 


peace. These troops, under command of Colonel J H McClintock, 
First Infantry, reached Morenci twenty-seven hours after the issuance 
of the telegraphie orders and promptly and satisfactomly performed 
the service required of them. 

They had the situation well in hand when five troops of the 14th 
U. S. Cavalry arrived. Appendices “A,” ‘‘B,’’ and ‘‘C,’’ cover this 
service. - 


The transportation of the troops to and from Morenci, their pay 
and subsistence, and the incidental expenses of telegrams, ete, con- 
nected with the same cost the Territory $6,423.32. 


The amount due the Southern Pacific Railway Company—be 
tween $900.00 and $1000.00—for its share of the transportation of the 
troops, not having been presented within a year of the time of the 
performance of the service, could not be paid and should, properly, 
be added to this amount. 

The Guard has been supphed with the U. S. Magazine Rifle and 
has been furnished with the necessary clothing. accouterments, equip- 
ments, tent equipage and camping materials so that each organization 
1s prepared to go into active service from its home station. 

Two Gatling guns have been procured, one of which has been m- 
stalled with the Second Cavalry Troop at Morenci. The other is now 
at Phoenix, but will shortly be installed with Company ‘‘C,’’ First 
Infantry, at Tempe. 

All these supplies were furnished by the General Government at 
a cost of $19,416 71. 


In September of this year, all the organizations of our Guard 
went into camp, under thei provisions of the Act of Congress of Jan. 
‘21, 1908, near Prescott, where, under the instruction “of Captain 
Henry L. Kinnison, 29th U. S. Infantry, they remained a week. 


This service was both pleasant and exceedingly profitable and 
has added to the interest of the Guard in matters military. 

Colonel J. H. McClintock, First Infantry, eommanded the camp. 

His report of the same is hereto appended, marked “F.” 

The Guard has improved materially, in the past two years. 

The enactment of amendments to the Military Code, by the 
Twenty-Second Legislature, did much to aid in its improvement. 

It is the desire of the General Government that the organized 
militia of the different states and ferritories be made as nearly uni- 
form as possible in organization and rules and regulations and as 
near as may be to the Regular Army 

With this end in view, the War Department has published a 
book of proposed regulations. and I would earnestly recommend that ` 
the Military Code of the Territory be so amended as to conform as 
nearly as possible with the same. 
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I append copies of my annual reports for 1903 and 1904, marked 
“D” and “E.”

Sir: I have the honor to respectfully submit to you, report of 
service of the National Guard of Arizona for the period between and 
inclusive of the dates of June 9 and June 12, 1903- 

June 9, at 3 p. m., receipt was had of Executive Order No. 5, 1s- 
sued by Actmg Governor Stoddard, advising that the avn author- 
ies of Graham county were unable to preserve the peace and prevent 
mot and ordering that ‘‘I immediately muster all available forces of 
the Territory of Arizona, properly equipped, and proceed with such 
troops to Morenci, there, and ın that viemity, under the proper di- 
rection of the Sheriff of Graham county aforesaid, preserve the public 
peace ”’ 

In accordance with this order, telegraphie notification was at 
once given for the immediate assembling and concentration of the fol- 
lowing commands of the Furst Regiment Infantry, National Guard of 
Arizona : 

Company B, Phoenix, Captaan E M Lamson. 

C, Tempe, First Laeut. M. H Meyer. 
‘E, Mesa, Capt. W. J. LeBaron 

H, Yuma, Capt. C. E. Donaldson. 
A, Thatcher, First Tneut. John Nash. 

First Troop, Nogales, Captain Chas. E. Perkins. 

Major L W. Quinlan, Flagstaff, and Company I, Flagstaff, 
Captam Breen, were notified to be ın readiness, but were not called- 
for, owing to distance from the seat of trouble and the necessity for 
the utmost haste. 

Lieutenant-Colonel George Hochderffer, Flagstaff, was. ordered 
to report for duty at Morenci. Major F. S Inealls, Yuma, and Major 
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Chas. H. Jones, Surgeon, Tempe, were ordered to join the command 
en route. 

June 10, at 1 a. m., sean by Captain L. W. Coggins, Ad- 
jutant, Captain Geo. A. Alkire, Quartermaster, and Chaplain Lewis 
Halsey, I started from Phoenix, by special train, for Morenci. 

The command under orders reported at Phoenix and en route in 
the strength set forth:

At 7 p. m. June 10, the command entered Morenci. The situa- 
tion was found threatening. I immediately reported, as per orders, 
to Sheriff James Parks of Graham county. Under his guidance a 
heavy guard was posted at once, covering the disaffected portion and 
protecting the mines, works and powder magazines. The next morn- 
ing the entire command was under arms and assisted the Sheriff and 
Captain Rynning of the Arizona Rangers in disarming and arresting 
a number of the more prominent rioters. On this afternoon of June 
11, at the Lime Pit, was held the last large meeting of the rioters. 
This meeting was broken up with the assistance of several companies 
of the Guard and its attendants were warned against so assembling in 
the future. This warning was observed, as far as it concerned the 
Lime Pit meetings, but several less numerously attended meetings had 
to be dispersed later in the day. 

About 9 p. m. June 11, five troops of the Fourteenth Cavalry 
went into camp a mile from Morenci, going into camp in Morenci the 
next morning about 9. Colonel Lebo, commanding, was kind enough 
to state that on arrival he found the National Guard in full control 
and Morenci as quiet as a Sunday school. 

The arrival of the regular troops greatly eased the work of the 
Guard, Theretofore the men of the Arizona regiment had worked al- 
most unremittingly, several of the commands having done duty in the 
rain for thirty hours, broken only by a few four hour periods of rest. 
Colonel Lebo’s command thereafter, till its departure, performed 
guard duty within Morenci, the Arizona troops covering the larger 
mines of the Arizona Copper Company and Detroit Copper Mining 
Company, mainly located to the eastward of Morenci, including the 
Longfellow and West Yankee properties and the immense concentrat- 
ing mills of the two corporations. Thereafter a battalion of three 
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companies was constantly maintained on duty at and near the Long- 
fellow mine and concentrator. 

On the evening of June 12, at 7 o'clock, I was relieved from duty 
as Acting Adjutant General by Col. B. W. Leavell, Adjutant General, 
who had resigned the unexpired part of his leave and had theretofore 
reported for duty to the Commander-in-Chief.

Sır: I have the honor to report to you the service of the First 
Regiment Infantry, National Guard of Anzona, for the period between 
the dates of June 13 and June 19, both inelusive: 

` On the date first mentioned (and since the afternoon of June 10) 
the Regiment had been under arms at Morenci, called for the preser- 
vation of the peace of Graham County. 

Present for duty were six companies, with initial strength of 199 
officers and men, to which should be added exght members of the field 
and staff. 

The work of the Regiment. between and inclusive of June 13 and 
June 17 consisted almost wholly in guard duty, coverimg the main 
outlying properties of the Detroit and Arizona Copper Mining Com- 
panies. The command was divided into two provisional battahons al- 
ternately quartered daily in Morenci, with light guard over a couple 
of mimes, and at the Longfellow incline and mine, where a temporary 
post was established under immediate command of Taeutenant-Colonel. 
George Hochderffer. Upon the battalion at Longfellow was put the 
major part of the guard duty. As much time as could be devoted to it 
was spent in drilling the separate organizations on duty, with excel- 
lent results. Particularly notable advancement was made toward per- 
fection im guard duty. 

Under . orders from your office, I left Morenci June 18, at 6:30 
a. m, with Companies B, C, and E and First Troop, returnmg to 
their home stations. Left on duty at Morenci were Companies A and 
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H. At Lordsburg, N . M., a long delay, caused by the lack of motive 
power, was filled in with battalion drill and with target practice. 

The First Troop reached its station, Nogales, June 18. Company 
B, Phoenix, Company C, Tempe, and Company E, Mesa, returned to 
their respective armories June 19. 

The health of the command continued generally good throughout 
the entire term of service and only the slightest of accidents were 
noted. 

I desire to especially commend the demeanor and services of /the 
officers and men under my command. All work, however hard, put 
upon them was performed uncomplainingly and with intelligence and 
vigor. Situations that appeared to involve personal danger were at all 
times met with alacrity and spirit. I feel that I have cause for pride 
in the organization and only regret that the entire Regiment could not 
have been summoned. 

Reference is made to report of Acting Adjutant General for- 
warded this date through your office to Commander-in-Chief.

His Excellency, the Governor: 


Sir: I have the hono: to make the following report of the condi- 
tion of the National Guard and of events connected therewith since 
I assumed the duties of Adjutant General. 

On October 1 last, I was. appointed Adjutant General, by Fixecu- 
tave Orders, No. 3, 1902. 

In the "month of November following, in obedience to provisions 
of the same order, I inspected all the companies of the National Guard 
and the military property pertaimmg thereto. 

In this inspection I was accompanied to all the stations, except 
Yuma, by Colonel MeChntock, commanding First Infantry. 

This inspection developed the facts that the guard had not yet 
recovered from the effects of lack of appropriation by a former legis- 
lature, and that the property had not in all cases received the care 
it ought. 

Company G (Nogales) particularly showed that it had lost its in- 
terest and had grown very slack in ts attendance at drill. 

In March of the present year, in obedience to Executive Orders, 
No. 1, March 21, I went to Nogales and mustered out Company G and 
mustered ın the First Cavalry Troop. 

This was one of the effects of the “Dick” bil. 

Its effect 1s seen elsewhere in increased interest and enlistment 

Companies H (Yuma) and I (Flagstaff) had- reached a point 
where their muster out would shortly have been recommended, but 
both have started in with renewed activity which promises well. 

Companies C (Tempe) and E (Mesa) were ın pretty nearly the 
same condition, but recent events have had an effect upon them which 
may improve their condition, otherwise their muster out will he recom- 
mended. 

In the absence of Your Excelleney, on leave (and, hke mme), the 
acting governor had a demand made upon him by the sheriff of Gra- 
ham County, supplemented by a request from Captain Rynning, of the 
Rangers, for the National Guard to preserve the peace at Morenci, _ 
which was threatened by a large armed mob of stmking mmers. 

In response to this demand, by Executive Orders, No 5, June 9, 
Colonel McClintock. First Infantry, Acting Adjutant General, Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel Hochderffer, Major Ingalls, the regimental staff, and 
Companies A, B, C, E, and H, and the First Cavalry Troop proceeded 
to Morenci by ral. 

Meanwhile, in response to an urgent appeal from the sheriff of 
Graham County and Captain Rynning, the actmg governor called 
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upon. the President for Federal troops to assist in quelling the dis- 
turbance. 

Colonel McClintock? s command reached “Morenci at 7 p. m., June 
10, and immediately dispersed the strikers. who had assembled in 
force. He then so disposed his forces as to thoroughly cover ue town 
and the outlying properties. 

On the following day Colonel Lebo, with Major oinor and 
five troops of the Fourteenth U. S. Cavalry (dismounted) reached 
Morenci, but everything was quiet and entirely under control. 

Upon learning of this trouble, I relinquished my leave of absence, 
and, in obedience to telegraphic instructions, came to Phoenix, arriv- 
ing here at 11 p. m., June 10, reporting to the acting: governor and in 
obedience to Executive Orders, No. 6, June 11, I proceeded to Morenci, 
reaching there on the 12fh, and resumed my dtities as adjutant-general. 

I found the Federal forces and our own dividing the territory, 
each guarding its own sharé. 

On the 18th Colonel McClintock, Lieutenant-Colonel Hochderf- 
fer, the regimental staff, and Companies B, C, E, and the First Cavalry 
Troop, their services being no longer required, were sent back to their 
stations—the Federal troops having left on the preceding day. 

On the evening of the 19th a troop of the Third U. S. Cavalry, 
Captain Hedekin, commanding, arrived at Morenci and on the follow- 
ing morning I left the place with the remainder of our troops, all re- 
turning to our proper stations. 

Colonel McClintock and his command promptly and efficiently 
controlled the situation. 


Officers and men are most warmly commended for their prompt 
action and faithful performance of duty. The energetic business 
methods of Capt. George A. Alkire, quartermaster, First Infantry, in 
the performance of his duties as quartermaster and commissary, did 
much to soften the rigors of the campaign and to lighten the labors of 
his regimental commander and myself. 

I should like to refer to the companies, severally, but all behaved 
so well, and I am so proud of them and their behavior that I will let 
the general statement suffice. 

I inclose herewith, copies of the reports of Colonel McClintock, as 
Acting Adjutant-General and as colonel First Infantry. 


The experience of our companies in the field will prove of almost 


inestimable value to the Guard. Company I (Flagstaff) was ready - 


and anxious to go, as was shown by communications from Major 
Quinlan, its battalion commander. 

One other result of the Morenci incident is the application for the 
formation of a cavalry troop there, by some thirty of the citizens of 
that town. 
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Under your orders, this organization will shortly be mustered 
into the service. i

Nothing of note has oecurréd, outside of ordinary routine work, 
except the mustering-in of the’ Second Cavalry Troop, at Morenci, July 
16th, 1903, and the mustering-out of Company ‘‘E,’’ First Infantry, 
at Mesa, on June 24th, 1904, for inefficiency. 

All of the organizations have the U. S Magazine rifle, except 
Company “H” (Yuma), whose work during the past year has not 
justified the change.. . 

All the ordnance necessary to equip all the organizations has been 
„Obtained, including two Gatling guns One of these guns has been 1m- 
stalled with the Second Cavalry Troop, at Morena. 

The other is at the Capitol, at Phoenix 

The clothing and equipage necessary to put any or all the Guard 
into camp or active service has been required for and will shortly ar- 
rive, . 

It is the intention ‘to put into the hands of each organization, at 
its station, all that 1s necessary to allow it to go into the field without 
furnishing any supplies from here. 

February, ‘I visited and mspected all the organizations, 

In November, 1903, Colonel McClintock made a special inspection 
of Company ep”? (Mesa) 

Captain Holbrook, U S. Army, inspected all the organizations ım 
Aprl and May. , 

While the Guard is far from what is to be wished, there has been 
a marked improvement in all the companies now with ‘‘the color,’ ex- 
cept Company ‘SH’? (Yuma) which does not show the mterest which 
is necessary to make an efficient company.

Sir: I have the honor to report to you, service of the National 
Guard of Arizona, from September 7 to September 15, inclusive, cover- 
ing the the period of encampment at the rifle range near Prescott, 
Arizona: 

Under authority of General Orders No. 1, e. s., Adjutant General’s 
office, Regimental Orders No. 28 were published September 3, ordering 
Company and Troop Commanders to report with their commands to 
the Regimental Commander September 7, equipped for field service. 
All organizations responded, in strength as follows:

Headquarters and staff, First Regiment Infantry, present at the 
encampment included: 

Colonel Jas. H. McClintock, commanding. 

Captain Frank T. Alkire, Adjutant. 

Captam George A. Alkire, Quartermaster, Acting Commissary. 

Companies A, B, C, and H, and 1st and 2d Troops were reported 
for duty at Phoenix before 9 a. m., September 7. The consolidated 
command was taken north by special train on the Santa Fe, Prescott: 
and Phoenix railway. Detraining was at a point about ten miles 
north of Prescott, about three miles from the camp site, to which 
point the greater part of the stores and subsistence had been dispatched 
the day before under a detail furnished by Companies B and C. The 
main command pitched shelter tents about 5:30 p.m. Company I was 
reported at camp at midnight. , | 

Tentage comprised shelter tents, mainly of brown duck, for the 
men. Company officers were issued wall tents. Hospital and conical 
wall tents had been provided for headquarters and hospital. 

The camp was, in Regimental Orders No. 30, named ‘‘Camp 
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Brodie,’’ in honor of Governor Alexander O. Brodie of Arizona. The 

' name was deemed notably fitting, for Governor Brodie had served as 
the first commanding officer of the Regiment to be encamped and had 
also commanded the Arizona squadron of Cavalry that saw foreign 
service in the war with Spain. The location of the camp, fixed upon 
by yourself, seven miles northeast of Prescott, within a small, fairly 
level and grassy valley, was ideal, giving room for close order driling 
near camp, and farther away, the best of opportunity for battle forma- 
tions in the rolling hills of the vicinity. One of the camp’s best feat- 
ures was its situation beside the excellent mfle range of the regular 
army, a range with more targets and far better equipped than could 
have been provided elsewhere for the National Guard. 

The camp was upon the line of the Prescott water supply main, 
from which the purest of water was piped to all parts of the camp. 
Telephonie communication with Prescott was an added advantage. 

Most scrupulous care was given the samtary arrangements. All 
refuse was covered with earth, within the sinks, at least twice a day 
Each company commander was held responsible for the absolute clean- 
liness of his own section. Through these precautions and through the 
excellent. character of the rations provided for issue, the health of the: 
command was of the best. Owning to the resignation of Surgeon C H. 
Jones, no commissioned medical officer was available for service at the 
time of the encampment. Captam A. M. Tuthill, First Troop Cavalry, 
a skilled surgeon, was detailed by me to be acting surgeon, in addition 
to his duty with his troop and was provided with proper medical 
stores Huis added work was most capably done. 

Al drill during the encampment was with an especial view toward 


' training officers and men to care for themselves m camp and on the 


march and to be effective in the field against an enemy. The battle 
movements were carried out with dash and enthusiasm, officers and 
men entering into the work with intelligence and with appreciation of 
the necessity for taking cover, wherever possible, and for co-opera- 
tion with other units of the attacking force. Outpost duty, both by 
chain of sentinels and by cossack posts, was illustrated. A later exer- 
eise was the formation of the infantry companies into an advance 
guard and its consolidation upon a ridge to receive a simulated frontal 
attack in force. Close and extended order company and battahon 
drills were held daily. Daily, at ‘‘retreat,’’ the command was paraded, 
constant improvement being shown in steadiness in ranks and ın famıl- 
iarity with ceremonial formations A small camp guard was mam- 
tained The most noticeable improvement of the week was in guard 
duty, with which the companies and eroens at first appeared almost 
unacquainted. 

As much work as possible was done upon the target range, at 
200, 800 and 500 yards, most of the organizations shooting two full 
scores at each range. Report of the best scores will be made your 
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office later. Many of the scores were unexpectedly good. This was 
particularly so im Company H, which had received Krag-Jorgenson 
rifles, in lien of Springfields, only after arrival at Phoenix. 

September 10th the camp was honored by. the arrival of Governor 
Alexander O. Brodie, Commander-in-Chief, accompanied by the Ad- 
jutant General. That afternoon the Governor made formal inspec- 
tion of the camp. Later he accepted a review of the Regiment, made 
elose inspection of the command and witnessed the ceremony of regi- 
mental parade. He expressed himself as highly pleased with the ap- 
pearance and discipline of the troops and directed that a regimental 
order be issued expressing his gratification 

Sunday, -the 11th, was ‘made a day of rest. Upon invitation of 
the Regimental Commander, Rey, Mr. Tolle of Prescott held divine ser- 
vices at the camp. 

Camp was broken at 6 a. m., on the 15th. The grounds were care- 
fully policed and: all sinks and tent trenches were filled in. At 7:15, 
the command was put in march for Prescott, arriving, without fatigue, 
at 10:30. At 11:25, Company I, Captain Breen, was entrained for 
Flagstaff. At 12:15, Headquarters and the southern‘ companies and 
troops took special train for Phoenix, arriving at 6:30 p.m. From 
this point the commanding officers of the several companies and troops 
were ordered to proceed with their commands to their home stations. 
All details of transportation were without confusion or accident. 
ick rations. of excellent quality and in ample quantity, were is- 
sued. j+ 

Copies of regimental orders covering the period of the encamp- 
ment have been forwarded your office as issued. I would refer to 
them as a part of my report. a 

I desire to express my thanks to Governor Brodie and to your- 
self for the cordial good will and skilled direction without which the 
camp neither could have been secured nor have been a suecess. I wish 
also, to state my appreciation of the manner in which the staff and 
line officers assisted the Commanding Officer in all things that con- 
duced toward success., Especial thanks are the due of Captain H. L. 
Kinnison, Twenty-ninth U. S. Infantry, detailed by the War Depart- 
ment to report upon the camp and to assist in the instruction of the 
‘command. Captain Kinnison’s service was one of the most valued 
features of the encampment and his counsel and instruction were 
found of the highest benefit. Through the courtesy of Captain W. A. 
Holbrook, Post Commander Whipple Barracks, Troop L, Fifth 
Cavalry, and Company I, Twenty-ninth Infantry, were, successively, 
in camp at Camp Brodie for a day and night each, Both organiza- 
tions were drilled while in eamp, furnishing the Guardsmen a valuable 
object lessom in drill and discipline. By the kindness of Superinten- 
dent C. W. Goodman, of the Phoenix Indian Industrial School, the 
excellent and well-drilled band of that institution was detailed to 
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Camp Brodie for four days, EN much to the pleasant features ot 
the camp and to the effectiveness of guard mount, parade and other 
ceremonies. 

The attendance at Camp Brodie was much lighter than had been 
anticipated, the companies generally turning out 1n strength consider- 
ably under the showing made at Morenci the previous year. This was 
explained, in part, by the fact that attendance was left wholly optional 
with the individuals and that, owing to the late call for the eneamp- 
ment, many had already taken their summer vacations and were: un- 
able to spare additional tıme. Fifty per cent. more would have re- 
sponded had the call have been an urgent one 

I believe that Camp Brodie has been a success, probably. doing 
more in the education of officers and men im the duties of a soldier m 
the field than attendance at one of the great maneuver camps would 
have accomplished. The dominating thought was to have the camp 
approximate as nearly as possible to the regular army standard ‘To- 
ward this end gratafying progress was made, though, of course, no 
very near approach to perfection was attaimed. The time in camp, 
seven days, was all too short. Another week would have quadrupled 
the benefit received, as much practical dmll and field instruction had 
to be omitted for lack of time. I would recommend that an encamp- 
ment be held in 1905, that it be in August and for a period of two 
weeks. I consider this field instruction absolutely essential. Im no 
other way can uniformity of practice be so nearly secured or the 
Guard worked up to the point of effectiveness and efficiency.
